Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. The limitation "collecting the information" 

and "distributing the database in an electronic medium" are vague. No essential 

steps on how the information is collected or steps that show how the database is 

distributed in an electronic medium are disclosed in the specification. Applicant 

defines the limitation "database" as a searchable electronic database - the 
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specification, page 3, lines 10-11. However, Applicant does not disclose which type 
of database it would be. Because the Applicant does not disclose explicitly the steps 
of how the claimed limitations can be achieved in the specification, therefore the 
meets and bounds of the invention cannot be ascertained.
